The 609 layers at the plant produce 

approximately 27 douen eggs per day. 

This wilivgive each bird a yearly average 
of 185 eggs, It is our goal to develop 
a flock that will yeild a yearly average 
of 235 eggs per bird. Each hen is pro- 
ducing a profit of 50 eggs over her feed 
bill which is slightly above everage. 


The Dairy 


The dairy furnishes whole milk for the 
focd department. The boys receive enough 
milk to supply the natrients in quality 
to meet their needs. 


The herd produced 13,319 pounds ay 
whole milk last month. A large number 
of the milking cows will join the herd 
in the next thirty days at. which 
time, we hope, our milk production will 
increase in population. 


The boys taking on th job—training 
in agriculture butched and processed 415 
pounds of prome grade beef. 


They also received training in the 
preparation of hides for marketing. 


The dairy training includes feeding 
according to mcdern standards, herd 


folicwed based on soil conservation 
practices.

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THE POULTRY PLANT 


mince the last publication of the 
Beehive we have begun a poultry project. 
We thought this would create more 
interest in the vocational agriculture 
department. We have had vital exper- 
iences since this project was begun. 

In as much as the egg is one of 
nature's most ferfect foods, we find 
it necessary to make our knowledge 
extensive in the gare of: chickens .« 


We are interested in the production 
of chickens to be comsumed as meat for 
our diets, we are,also, interested in 
egg production as they are benificial 
in our diets. 

We have had training in the areas 
of agriculture that dealt with the 
principles of egg production, broiler 
production and poultry plant manage - 
ment. 

We were able to collect 540 dozens 
eggs, an average of 216 eggs each day 
ranged from 298 down to 104. The 
variation in our egg production each 
day was due to the sudden change in 


temperature caused by weather conditions.
